Praise Russians. 


R. R. McCormick Tells 
How Army Leaders 
View Campaign.

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, via Paris, via London, March 
9.—I have been for three days with the 
British expeditionary force in France 
aiid have talked with a number of gen- 
erals of high rank, including the com- 
mander in chief, Gen. French; also with 
staff officers and regimental and com- 
pany officers, 

I find there is a feeling of utmost con- 
fidence in a victorious finish for the allies. 
They feel that this campaign bears 
many resemblances to the short day at 
Waterloo, that the German advance to 
the Marne is like Napoleon's great at- 
tack. The repulse of the Prussian guard 
at Ypres they*liken to that of the Old 
Guard, | 

At the outset the allies were not only 
outnumbered but overmatched in artil- 
lery and machine guns. In the face of 
these odds they chécked the enemy at 
the Marne and drove him back to the 
present positions. ; 


NEED NOT WAIT NEW ARMY. 

Even withont further reinforcements 
they believe they could drive the enemy 
across the line. And with 2,000,000 men 
im England almost ready for service and 
with an increasing preponderance of 
artillery they believe there is only one 
possible outcome of the months of battle 
from Switzerland to the eea. 

Here in substance is the view of the 
leaders I have seen: 

“The Germans are in a critical posi- 
tion. A growing and confident army 
is in their front and a hostile and em- 
bittered population on their line of re- 
treat. Alwaye the Russians are ham- 
mering on the eastern front. Checked at 
one point they turn to another. Their 
losses do not exceed those of the enemy 
in that theater of war and thelr re- 
sources are many times greater.” 

CONFIDENT OF RUSS POWER. 

~The higher officers of the British 
army have great confidence im the Rus- 
sian army. The Englishman's know!- 
edge of African warfare has 
them the difference between conducting 


war in Poland, Bast Prussia, and Ga- 


licia, and in France, which is more close- 
ly settled and better served by railroads 
and wagon roads than New York atate 
or northern IHlinois. 

Sudden movements must not be ex- 
pected of the Russians. Their trans- 
portation facilities do mot permit of it, 
but their pressure is as deadly as the 
embrace of a python. | 

The men here at the front not only 
are confident of winning the war, but 
they thoroughly believe and say in effect: 
“The allied armies will win decisively on 


both fronts and that the time of victory 


will depend only upon weather condi- 
tions and the desperation with which 
the Itrussian autocracy fights for ite 


life.”

Washington, D. C., March 9.—[ Spe- 
cial.J—American citizens again have 
been warned to leave Mexico City in 
view of the critical situation that has 
arisen there. Secretary Bryan announced 
tonight that transportation facilities 
would be sought for as many as de 
sired to leave. 

Gen. Obregon has evacuated Mexico 
City and the Zapata forces occupied 
the capital today, according to an 
announcement made tonight by the Villa 
agency im this city. The statement 
}added that Zapata had begun repair- 
‘ing the railroad nortaward and that 
communication would be restored in a 
week, 


EVACUATION UNCONFIRMED, 

Consular messages from Vera Cruz 
also stated that it was reported there 
that the evacuation of Mexico City be- 
gan last night, but this has mot been 
confirmed by ing official dispatches. On 
the other hand, dispatches from E) Paso, 
Tét., sald Gnfitential agents of “the! 
Villa government deared late fonight 
that no report of either the evacuation 


occupdtion by the Zapata forces, had 
passed through Juarez, the only berder 
port in the hands of the Villa faction 
which is connected by telegraph with the 
interior. 


TWO MORE WARSHIPS SENT. 

Meantime, for the purpose of “ over- 
awing Oarranza,” who has been served 
with a warning lacking only the threat 
of intervention, President Wilson today 
ordered two more battleships dispatched 
to Vera Cruz, the seatsof the first chief's 
government. : 

“Tt is now up to Carranza to fish or 
cut bait,”’ say administration officials, 
who are confident that armed interven- 
tion will not be necessary as soon as the 
battleships begin “overawing” Car- 
ranza. 

The warships ordered to Vera Cruz 
are the battleship Georgia and the ar- 
mored cruiser Washington, the latter the 
flagship of Rear Admiral Caperton, who |

The vessels were designated by Ad-

The sec- 
ond victim was struck in the English 
channel off Hastings in Sussex, and the 
third was sunk off Liverpool in the Irish 
den. |

NO WARNING TO VICTIMS. 

None of the ships sunk was given 
the slightest warning before . being ~ 
struck, To one—the Tangistan, sunk 
of Scarborough—destruction came so 
quickly that only one of ‘the thirty-eigb¢ 
members of the crew escaped death. 
The vessel sank so swiftly that al- 
though the crew piled imto the lifeboats, 
they were unable to work the lowering 
apparatus before the Tangistan sank 
and carried the lifeboats with it. 

The captain of the Princess Victo- 
ria, sunk off Liverpool, Saye OO One oO” 
board even sighted a periscope of a suhb<. 
marine and the first warning was the 
swirling wake of the torpedo as it sped 
toward the ship. 

The crew of the Blackwood, although 
they had no intimation of its tmpend- 
ing fate, escaped because the lifeboats 
already were swung out ready to take 
to the water because the vessel was ae 
the damger zone. 

STATEMENT BY ADMIRALTY. 

The statement issued by the admiralty 
follows: ‘ 

The steamer Tangistan waa 
sunk by a German sabmarine of 
Searborough at 12:30 o’clock the 
morning of March 8.

Indianapolis, Ind., March 9.—[Special.]

There was a discussion ‘as to 
whether ministers are in favor of suf- 
frage or not. 

“What do your ministers know about 
the present day affairs?

An animated discussion followed, after 
which it was decided to try to enlist the

THE MEXICAN RECRUDESCENCE. 

The president reminds the public that it is neces- 
sary to discount the reports of the conditions in 
Mexico City on the ground that there are certain 
persons anxious to precipitate intervention. Never- 
theless he is sufficiently concerned to order a ma- 
terial strengthening of the naval force at Vera Cruz. 

The situation is an acutely unpleasant one, after 
making all due allowance for the influence of ex- 
aggeration which so impresses Mr. Wilson. If Car-

- yanza is unwilling or, which is more likely, is unable 


to control this situation at the capital a condition 
is certain to result which may force the president’s 


utmost reluctance to abandon moral suasion. In 


that case an expeditionary force may have to land 
even against armed opposition and proceed as swift- 
ly as possible to Mexico City. 

That this can be accomplished without bloodshed 
and further complication of our relations with Mex- 
ico and other governments is hardly to be expected.

COMFORT FOR THE RAILROADS. 
The two railroad decisions of the United States 


kik hk Miseine eoees cath tdile, ant. with 
proper eniphasis, is that carriers cannot be pre- 
vented by statutes,’ commission orders, or com- 


_ pounds of statute and order from realizing rea- 


sonable returns on their capital, or from making 
their business pay. It further says that legisia- 
‘tures or commissions cannot compel carriers to 
lump their earnings and make freight cover defi- 
cits in passenger rates or vice versa. Earnings 


may be “ segregated” in accordance with business | 


principles and in good faith, even though the 
service be quasi-public. 

All this is nothing but the rule of reason re- 
applied to new cases. Unremunerative rates are 
confiscatory rates, and confiscation is impossible 
under our system. The trouble is that it takes 
time and money and energy to invalidate a. bad 
statute or order, and that the credit and pros- 
perity’ of carriers unfortunately do not wait conf- 
dently and patiently on the slow processes of jus 
tice. There may be no danger of “ ultimate” con- 
fiscation, but properties may be injured and credit 
shaken by ignorant legislation “while you wait.” 
In the long run the courts will afford protection, 
‘bat all the runs between depend on lawmakers and 
utility bodies, and unless these exhibit courage 
and horse sense, breadth and insight, the ultimate 
comfort of anti-confiscation decisions may prove 
painfully insufficient. The value of the decisions 
just rendered is in their effect on lawmakers and 
commissioners, In the amount of “starch” they 
‘supply. 


THE BEST KIND OF LIBRARY 
EXTENSION. 

A controversy has sprung up concerning the 
claim of priority and initiative with reference to 
a most commendable form of library extension. It 
is not necessary to determine here whether Iowa or 
Wisconsin was the first state to introduce the fea- 
ture of sending books to individual readers by 
parcel post, mail, or express at the bare cost of 
transportation, but it is a duty and privilege to 


direct general attention to this innovation. 
The secretary of the Iowa library commission 
{informs a New York weekly that since the parcel 


post act Was extended to include books—of course, 


the act should have covered books in the first place 


~—“hundreds of volames have been sent all over 
the state” from the traveling library. The patron

LET THE PEOPLE DECIDE. 
Shall the citizens of Illinois be given opportu- 


- | nity to say whether they wish to‘revise the funda- 


mental law by convention? 

Or shall the legislature withhold that opportunity 
from them? 

That is the only question raised by the resolution 
submitting the question of a constitutional conven- 
tion to the vote of the people. 

The legislator is not called upon to decide 
whether or not he himself favors a revision by the 
convention method. He may be opposed to a con- 
vention and yet find it his duty to vote in favor 
of the resolution. He has but one thing to con- 


}sider: Ought the people of Illinois to be given the 


right at this time to say for themselves whether or 
not they wish their constitution to be considered and 
revised by a convention? 

There is difference of opinion on .the method of 
bringing our constitution down to meet the needs 
of the preserit day. But there should be no differ- 
ence of opinion as to the right of the people to 
decide whether that method should be the conven- 
tion method or not. 

The strength of the demand for revision by con- 
vention has grown steadily and of late rapidly. It 
expresses itself through a considerable representa- 
tion in the responsible press of the state. It ex- 
presses itself through an active and influential or- 
ganization, the Constitutional Cénvention league. 
It has the indorsement of leaders in the political, 
business, and professional activities of the state, 
including several of the most experienced and able 
members of the present assembly. 

In short, revision by convention has today a back- 
ing so weighty and representative that to prevent 
it from making igs appeal diréct to the people would 
be an obstruction for which no conscientious repre- 
sentative of the people will care to assume rebpon- 
sibility. 

Unquestionably noisy and impractical minorities 
insisting upon their pet projects ought not to be 
allowed to load the ballot with questions for which 
the voters are not ready, and legislators should be 
supported in refusing such importunity even when 
the projects themselves have merit. But the ques 
tion of revision by convention is one of the live 
issues of the day, and the assembly owes it as a 
duty to the people to submit’ it to citizens for de- 
cision, as provided by law. 


A REAL STEP IN CIVIL SERVICE. 

Recent consideration of changes in the merit 
service law which experience has suggested— 
changes in classification chiefly—has served to 
bring forth one fruitful and important idea. The 
adoption of this idea would constitute a real and 
notable forward step in the merit system. 

It is this—as Indicated by Mr. Whitman, presi

| dent of the Civil Service Reform association—that 


the civil service commissioners themselves should 
Le selected through a merit examination instead of 


| by @ political fountain and source of patronage 


The authority that operates the merit system, sup- 
posedly in the interest of efficiency, should itself 
he efficient and expert. Political appointees, humao 
nature being what it is, will not as a rule, even if 
fairly competent, be independent and firm enough 
to resist pressure and pull from the mayor or presi- 
dent of the board of commissioners. A merit se- 
lected civil service. body would have security of 
tenure, Independence, and freedom of action. 

In the method whereby an dxecutive head was 
selected for our ‘public library we have a very good 
precedent for the city and county civil service com- 
missions. A special examination framed to test 
fitness and all arouad efficiency could be prepared 
for candidates. 

Extension of the merit system is desirable, of 
course; but at this time a real reform of the kind 
suggested would be preferable (0 mere superficial 
extension. If we can obtain both Improvements, 9 
much the better. If we can’t, let us tone up ‘and 
strengthen the system we have by putting life and 
energy into the head of the merit system.

AMERICAN APPEAL S FOR PERACE. 


{From an article by Prof. Roland G, Usher in the New 
. Republic.] - 


When it becomes necessary to persuade men 
and women to action, tact, forbearance, and the 
fullest recognition of facts have usually in the 
past been indispensable, The eituation as it 


appears to the European, the causes of the war 
as he sees them, a willingness to concede his 
uprightness, his honesty of purpose, his love 
of peace, his desire to act in consonance with 
the dictates of the highest humanity—all these 
seem to be the necessary premises of an appeal 
whose efficacy must depend upom moral and 
ethical ideas. The vast majority of people in 
all countries apparently have no doubt that war 
is abnormal and horribly wrong. Ought we not 
at least to assume that the European nations 
have gone to war despite the horrors which 
they knew would result from it instead of in 
ignorance that they would result? Nor can we 
expect to succeed when we flatly deny the most 
fundamental tents of international association 
in Europe which history records. «They may be 
entirely wrong, and the European nations may 
themselves in the future recognise that fact; 
but we are surely unduly optimistic if we sup- 
pose them likely to stop a war which grew out 
of these principles, and which is being fought 
to maintain them, simply because of a formal 
statement by the American people that these 
principles are wrong. ) 

After all, we are a comparatively young nation. 
Such civilization as we have we have got from 
the nations of Europe; such humanitarian notions 
as we possess we brought from Europe; and if 
we forget or deny these facts, Buropeans are not 
likely to forget them. It is, perhaps, too soon 
to ask them to concede that the pupil has already 
outstripped his teacher. It may be true, but 
they will feel themselves within their rights 
and within the probabilities if they remain in- 
credulous. The first principle of successful ar- 
gument has been supposed to be the understand- 
ing of the position of those whom we seek to 
convince. It is more than likely that the Euro- 
peans will not recognize as theirs the portrait 
which these peace associations are so assiduously 
painting, and that they may decline to consider 
seriously the appeal on the ground that it does 


not apply to their case —

much information about it as the 

man who called it urticaria. He 
new that raised red wheals or whelks 
which itched almost beyond power for 
restraint were hives. 

Further he knew that a simple wash of 
witch hazel or soda water gave some 
relief to the itching; that behind the 
trouble lay some irregularity in digestion 
and that a free purge was indicated.

The scientist is gaining on the man of 
general information.

After the two 
weeks beets, celery, and spinach are 
added to the diet. 

In reéstablishing one's eating habit care 
should be taken to greatly restrict the 
quantity eaten of milk, buttermilk, 
cheese, and all foods made from whole 
milk, eggs, fish, and juicy meats. Boiled 
meat is léss harmful, particularly if the 
meat is soaked in colo water before being 
boiled.

It t@ not possible to cure hives by this 
method except the bowels are cleaned out 
and kept open. To bring about the first 
Dr. Eustis gives a calomel purge. To 
accomplish the secomd purpose he uses 
two or three ounces of albolene, agar 
n oatmeal in the morning, or fig paste 
containing chopped up eenna leaves. 
Drinking a full glass of water upon rising 
in the morning is a great heip.

Thus Prince Jean Sapieha, who, 
on his way back from the United 
States in August last to join the 
Austrian lancer regiment in which 

he held a commission on the reserve list 
as captain, was arrested in England and 
held there as a prisoner of wer, even 
apending several weeks in a cell of the 
Brixton jail, Was married in London Alice 
Countess of Amherst, widow of the third 
Hari of Amherst, who had previously 
been the wife of the fifth Earl of Lisburne. 

In marrying him Lady Amherst ex- 
changed her position of a peeress of the 
British realm for that of a hostile alien 
and @ prisoner of war by becoming an 
Austrian subject. 

Fortunetely, however, the English au- 
thorities have been willing to accept 
Prince Jean Sapiecha’s parole as well as 
sureties for his good behavior, and thanks 
to this, he has been permitted, along with 
the newly married princess, to take up his 
residence at Plas Amherst, her beautiful 
country seat near Harlech, in North 
Wales. 

Prince Jean is well known in the Uriited 
States, where he, spent ail the winter of 
1913-'14, only sailing for home on the out- 
break of the war. His younger brother 
ia prince archbishop of Cracow.

Now comes the news by cable from 
Paris that his nephew, Prince Alexander 
Sapieha, a son of the head of the family 
and a lieutenant on the reserve list of the 
Second regiment of Austrian lancera, who 
was detained in France as a prisoner of 
war when on the outbreak of hostilities 
he wes about to hurry home to join his 
regiment, has become engaged to an 
American girl, whose mother through her 
second marriage has become a French 
duchess. 

The girl is Mise Sarah Hamilton Paine. 
Her father wae the late Charles Hamilton 
Paine of Boston, Mass... who acquired a 
large fortune as a copper megnate. 

Prince Alexander Sapieha, like his 
uncle, Prince Jean in England, ie allowed 
a certain amount of liberty on parole and 
has availed himself thereof to win the 
hand of the Duchesse de Praslin’s daugh- 
ter, Mise Sarah Paine, who by her mar- 
riage will be transformed from the status 
of a friendly neutral into a hoatile alien. 

Fortunately Miss Paine has inherited a 
large fortune under the terms of her. 
father’s will. Her flancé, being a young- 
er son, would have had but little money 
at the best, and now stands only a smal! 
prospect of inheriting anything at all 
from his father, Prince Wladislad 
Sapieha, since all his estates are situated 
in the vicinity of the fortress city of 
Przemysl, which has been undergoing a 
siege by the Russians, and in the neigh- 
borhood of thecity of Lemberg, which has 
for several months been in Russian hands. 

The varioue chateaux of the Sapiehas 
there have been plundered and reduced 
to ruin, their farms and their villages 
destroyed, and their entire lands dev- 
astated in the most cruel fashion by the 
combatant armies, which, indeed, may 
be said to have used the Sapicha estates 
as part and parcel of their battle ground.

Migs Sarah Paine, on the occasionof her 
wedding to Prince Alexander Sapieha in 
Paris, will be given away by her step- 
father, the present Duc de Praslin, who 
is himself half American, his mother 
being a native of New York, having been 
a Miss Diizabeth Forbes of that city. 

The duke, who is the seventh of his 
line and a man of a little over #, was 
married first to Mile. Jeanne de Saivert, 


but the union was ansuliled on canonical 
grounds by the Roman Catholic church 
and subsequently sundered by the French 
divorce court in 1906. Four years later 
he married the widowed Mrs. Charles H. 
Paine of Boston, who was a Miss Lucy 
Tate of Liberty, Ky. 

The wedding was followed by a senwa- 
tional lawsuit which was tried at Tours 
and which wae brought about through the 
duchess having caused some time prior 
to her marriage the arrest of an ad- 
vemturer styling himeelf the Comte 
d’Aulby de Gatigny for defrauding her 
first husband and herself out of several 
hundred thousand dollars by the sale of a 
large collection of modern masterpieces 
and old masters as wholly bogus as his 
title of count ‘ 

The man’s real name was Dolby, and 
he was the son of a working tailor in 
London. But it was as Count d*\Aulby de 
Gatigny that he had married in Boston a 
Mike Lunt of that city. 

The fact of the Duke of Prastin having 
an American wife, American stepdaugh- 
ters, and an American mother, with 
plenty of New York uncles and aunts, 
dves not constitute the sum total of his 
associations with the United States. 

His grandfather, the fifth Duc de 
Prasiin, was imprisoned in the closing 
ycare of King Louis Philippe’s reign on 
a charge of murdering his wife, a daugh- 
ter of the French field marshal Sebastian!. 

The motive was falsely asserted to be 
his desire to wed his children’s beautiful 
governess, who, with her reputation ab- 
solutely cleared of any voluntary connec- 
tion with the crime, or even of having 
encouraged in the slightest degree the at- 
tentions of her employer, came to the 
United States immediately after the 

tragedy, married a distinguished divine 
of New York City, one of a trio of brothers 
famous in the national affairs of the 
, United States, the Rev. Dr. Henry Field, 
and now sleeps her last sleep beside him 
in Woodlawn cemetery, New York. 

Refore the duke could be brought to 
trial by the chamber of peers at Paris 
or make any avowel, it was announced 
that he had “ done justice to himselt,” 
as they say in France—that he had com- 
mitted guicide by means of poison in 
deference, it was said, to the entreaties 
of his kinsmen and of his fellow peera, 
who besought him thus to preserve both 
his name and his caste from the disgrace 
that would fall upon both one and the 
other were he to die the death of a con- 
victed felon at the hands of the public ex- 
ecutioner.

Some skepticism was expressed at the 
time as to whether the story of the duke’s 
suicide was really true. But the revolu- 
tuon of 1848, which drove King Louis 
Philippe from the throne, followed short- 
ly afterwards and people forgot all about 
the matter. 


I have every reason to know, however, 


that he did survive his alleged death for 
more than thirty years, during which 
time he was supported by an allowance 
contributed by his daughter, Marie, wife 
of Marquis Artus de Montalembert, and 
by her brothers and sisters, none of whom 
manifested any pity for their mother but 
a great deal for their father, who is un- 
derstood to have killed his wife under

tributed to his support was his daughter, 
Louise, who was 19 at the time of the 
tragedy, and who afterwards became the 
wife of Comte Alfred de Gramonmt,.

BOARD. 

Tribune.]—The first intimation that the 
teachers hed of the financial embarrass- 
ment of the board of education wese rec- 
ommendation from the superintendent 
Jan. 18 that the teachers be agked to 
teach two weeks without pay. 

The federation then held four meetings 
of teachers and invited the president and 
other members of the boa:d of education 
to be present and explain the actual situ- 
ation and to present the board's plan to 
meet the deficit by some other means 
than the proposed cut in the teachers’ sal- 
aries. At these meetings the members of 
the board frankly admitted the deficit and 
discussed with the teachers the legisia- 
tion proposed to meet this deficit in the 
form of an amendment to a revenue bill 
which the council was sending to Sp: ing- 
field. This amendment is now pending 
in the council, and as the presidemt of the 
board of education says in his communi- 
cation to the council, it seeks to place 
the Chicago educational fundon the same 
basis as every other educational fund 
throughout the state. 

The board members explained that it 
would be very advisable for everybody 
interested in any way to join in securing 
one relief rather than have various meas- 
ures before the legislature, as there might 
be danger of not getting anything. 

Later on the teachers codperated with 
the board by asking the council to adopt 
the pending measure approved by the 
board of education. 

After this I was asked whether in the 
event the legislature would not give the 
specific relief proposed fn the council 
measure and the board or its representa- 
tives should offer some other measure to 
give the neceseary relief, would the 
teachers in that event stand by the board 
instead of continuing their work for the 
first measure proposed? To this I replied 
that I was sure the teachers would co- 
operate. I was then asked to confirm the 
matter by letter, which I did. This is the 
supposed secret letter to which Mr. Hol- 
puch referred.

THE MEXICAN RECRUDESCENCE. 
The president reminds the public that it is neces- | 
sary to discount the reports of the conditions in 
Mexico City om the ground that there are certain 
persons anxious to precipitate intervention. Never- 
theless he is sufficiently cerned to order a ma“ 
terial strengthening of the naval force at Vera Cruz. 
The situation is an acutely unpleasant one, after 
making all due allowance for the influence of ex- 
aggeration which so impresses Mr. Wilson. If Car- 
_ Tanza is unwilling or, which is more likely, is unable 
to control this situation at the capital a condition. 
is certain to result which may force the president’s 
_ utmost reluctance to abandon moral suasion. In 
that case an expeditionary force may have to land 
even against armed opposition and proceed as swift- 
ly as possible to Mexico City. 

That this can be accomplished without bloodshed 
and further complication of our relations with Mex- 
ico and other governments is‘hardly to be expected. 

! Naturally the president will not order such a step 
unless events compel him and in this he has the 
support of public opinion in the main. The Ameri- 
can people have no stomach for the thankless and 
costly task of intervention and no imperialistic am- 
bitions. 

But if exigent international duty brings an end 
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_ pounds of statute and order from realizing rea- 
sonable returns on their capital, or from making 
their business pay. It further says that legisla- 
tures or commissions cannot compel carriers to 
lump their earnings and make freight cover defi- 
cits in passenger rates or vice versa. Warnings 
may be “ segregated" in accordance with business 
principles and in good faith, even though the 
service be quasi-public. 

All this is nothing but the rule of reason re 
applied to new cases. Unremunerative rates are 
confiscatory rates, and confiscation is impossible 
under our system. The trouble is that it takes 
time and money and energy to invalidate a. bad 
statute or order, and that the credit and pros- 
perity of carriers unfortunately do not wait conf- 
dently and patiently on the slow processes of jus- | 
tice. There may be no danger of “ ultimate” con- 
fiscation, but’ properties may be injured and credit 
shaken. by ignorant legislation “while you wait.” 
In the long run the courts will afford protection, 
but all the runs between depend on lawmakers and 
utility bodies, and unless these exhibit courage 
and horse sense, breadth and insight, the ultimate 
comfort of anti-confiscation decisions may prove 
painfully insufficient. The value of the decisions 
just rendered is in their effect on lawmakers and 
commissioners, in the amount of “starch” they 


supply. | 
THE BEST KIND OF LIBRARY 

: EXTENSION. | | 

A controversy has sprung up concerning the 
claim of priority and initiative ‘with reference to 
a most commendable form of library extension. It 
is not necessary to determine here whether Iowa or 
‘Wisconsin was the first state to introduce the fea- 
ture of sending books to individual readers by 
parcel post, mail, or express at the bare cost of 
transportation, but it is a duty and privilege to 
direct general attention to this innovation. 

The secretary of the Iowa library commission 
informs a New York weekly that since the parcel 
post act was extended to include books—of course, 
the act should have covered books in the first place 
— “hundreds of volumes have been sent all over 
the state” from the traveling library. The patron 
asks for a particular book out of the catalogue and 
gets it by return post. :

LET THE PEOPLE DECIDE. 

Shall the citizens of Llinois be given opportu- 
nity to say whether they wish to'revise the funda- 
mental law by convention? 

Or stall the legislature withhold that opportunity 
from them? : 

That is the only question raised by the resolution 
submitting the question of a constitutional conven- 
tion to the vote of the people. 

The legislator is not called upon to decide 
whether or not he himself favors a revision by the 
convention method. He may be opposed to a con- 
vention and yet find it his duty to vote in favor 
of the resolution. He has but one thing to con- 
sider: Ought the people of Illinois to be given the 
right at this time to say for themselves whether or 
not they wish their constitution to be considered and 
revised by a convention? , 

There is difference of opinion on .the method of 
bringing our constitution down to meet the needs 
of the present day. But there should be no differ- 
ence of opinion as to the right of the people to 
decide whether that method should be the conven- 
tion method or not. 

The strength of the demand for revision by con- 
vention has grown steadily and of late rapidly. It 
expresses itself through a considerable representa- 
tion in the responsible press of the state. It ex- 
presses itself through an active and influential or- 
ganization, the Constitutional Convention league. 
It has the indorsement of leaders in the political, 
business, and professional activities of the state, 
including several of the most experienced and able 
members of the present assembly. 

In short, revision by convention has today a back- 
ing so weighty and representative that to prevent 
it from making igs appeal direct to the people would 
be an obstruction for which no conscientious repre- 
sentative of the people will care to assume rebpon- 
sibility. i 
Unquestionably noisy and impractical minorities 
insisting upon their pet projects ought not to be 
allowed to load the ballot with questions for which 
the voters are not ready, and legislators should be 
supported in refusing such importunity even when 
the projects themselves have merit. But the ques 
tion of revision by convention is one of the live 
issues of the day, and the assembly owes it as a 
duty to the people to submit it to citizens for de 
cision, as provided by law. . 


A REAL STEP IN CIVIL SERVICE. 

Recent consideration of changes in the merit 
service law which experience has suggested— 
changes in classification chiefly—has served to 
bring forth one fruitful and important idea. The 
adoption of this idea would constitute a real and 
notable forward step in the merit system.

AMERICAN APPEALS FOR PEACE. 


When it becomes necessary to persuade men 
and women to action, tact, forbearance, and the 
fullest recognition of facts have usually in the 
past been indispensable, The eituation as it 


appears to the Buropean, the causes of the - 
as he sees them, a willingness to concede his 
uprightness, his honesty of purpose, his love | 
ef peace, his desire to actin consonance with 
the dictates of the highest humanity—all these 
seem to be the necessary premises of an appeal 
whose efficacy must depend upon moral and 
ethical ideas: The vast majority of people in 
all countries apparently have no doubt that war 
is abnormal and horribly wrong. Ought we not 
at least to assume that the Buropean nations 
have gone to war despite the horrors which 
they knew would result from it instead of in 
ignorance that they would result? Nor can we 
expect' to suvceed when we flatly deny the most 
fundamental tents of international association 
in Burope which history records. They may be 
entirely wrong, and the European nations may 
themselves in the future recognise that fact; 
but we are surely unduly optimistic if we sup- 
pose them likely to stop a war which grew out 
of these principles, and which is being fought 
to maintain them, simply because of a formal 
statement by the American people that these 
principles are wrong. 

After all, we are a comparatively young nation. 
Such civilization as we have we have got from 


as we possess we brought from’ Burope; and if 
we forget or deny these facts, Huropeanes are not 
likely to forget them. It is, perhaps, too soon

HE scientists call hives urticaria. 

Until recently the man who knew 

the disease as hives had about as 

much information about it as the 

man who called it urticaria. He 

new that raised red wheals or whelks 

which itched almost beyond power for 
restraint were hives. | 

Further he knew that a simple wash of 
witch hazel or soda water gave some 
relief to the itching; that behind the 
trouble lay some irregularity in digestion 
and that a free purge was indicated. 

In some cages attacks followed eating 
shellfish, strawberries, or some other food 
toward which the individual had an idio- 
syncrasy.

The scientist is gaining on the man of 

general information. He has learned thet 
the eruption is in the nature of a neural- 
gia; that behind the neuralgia Mes the 
presence in the blood of a substance pol- 
sonous to that person. In rhost instances 
the poison has been absorbed from the in- 
testines. 
The poison most frequently present is 
an amin, formed out of an amino acid 
named histidin. There are certain foods 
rich in histidin. Such are fish, blood, 
milk, juicy meats, and especially meats 
from carcasses that have not been 
drained and are classed with 
blood, 

Acting upon this information, Salomon, 
Eustis, and other physicians treat their 
hives patients by keeping them on a diet 
For the first two weeks they live on tea. 
coffee, bouillon, lemon and grape juice, 
potatoes, rice, cereals, plenty of butter 
and sugar, and seven ounces of bread 
made from coarse wour. After the two 
weeks beets, celery, and spinach are 
added to the diet. 

In reéstablishing one’s eating habit care 
should be taken to greatly restrict the 
quantity eaten of milk, buttermilk, 
cheese, and all foods made from whole 
milk, eggs, fish, and juicy meats. Boiled 
meat is léss harmful, particularly if the 
meat is soaked in cola water before being 
boiled.

It f@ not possible to cure hives by this 
method except the bowels are cleaned out 
and kept open. To bring about the first 
Dr. Eustis gives a calomel purge.

In marrying him Lady Amheret ex- 
changed her position of a peeress of the 
British realm for that of a hostile alien 
and «@ prisoner of war by becoming an 
Austrian subject. 


Fortunetely, however, the English au- 


thorities have been willing to accept 
Prinoe Jean Sapieha’s parole as well as 
sureties for his good behavior, and thanks 
to this, he has been permitted, along with 
the newly married princess, to take up his 
residence at Plas Amherst, her beautiful 
country seat near Harlech, in North 
Wales. 

Prince Jean is well known in the Urfiited 
States, where he, spent all the winter of 
19138-'14, only sailing for home on the out- 
break of the war. His younger brother 
ia prince archbishop of Cracow.

Now comes the news by cable from 
Paris that his nephew, Prince Alexander 
Sapieha, a son of the head of the family 
and a lieutenant on the reserve list of the 
Second regiment of Austrian lancera, who 
was detained in France as a prisoner of 
war when on the outbreak of hostilities 
he wes about to hurry home to join his 
regiment, has become engaged to an 
American girl, whose mother through her 
second marriage has become a French 
duchess. 

The girl is Mise Sarah Hamilton Paine. 
Her father was the late Charlies Hamilton 
Paine of Boston, Mass.. who acquired a 
large fortune as a copper magnate. 

Prince Alexander Sapieha, like his 
uncle, Prince Jean in England, ise allowed 
a certain amount of liberty on parole and 
has availed himself thereof to win the 
hand of the Duchesse de Praslin’s daugh- 
ter, Miss Sarah Paine, who by her mar- 
riage will be transformed from the status 
of a friendly neutral into a hostile alien. 

Fortunately Miss Paine has inherited a 


father’e will. Her flancé, being a young- 
er son, would have had but little money 
at the best. and now stands only a small 
prospect of inheriting anything at all 
from his father, Prince Wladi 
Sapieha, since all his estate are situa 
in the vicinity of the fortress city of 
Przemysi, which has been undergoing a 
siege by the Russians, and in the neigh- 
borhood of thecity of Lemberg, which has 
for several months been in Russian hands. 
The various chateaux of the Sapiehas 
there have been plundered and reduced 
to ruin, their farms and their villages 
destroyed, and their entire lands dev- 
astated in the most cruel fashion by the 
combatant armies, which, indeed, may 
be said to have used the Sapiecha estates 
as part and parcel of their battle ground.

The wedding was followed by a senea- 
tional laweult which was tried at Tours 
and which was brought about through the 
duchess having caused some time prior 
to her marriage the arrest of an ad- 
venturer styling himeelf the Comte 
G’Aulby de Gatigny for defrauding her 
first husband and herself out of several 
hundred thousand dollars by the sale of a 
large collection of modern masterpieces 
and old masters as wholly bogus as his 
title of count 

The man’s real name was Dolby, and 
he was the son of a working tallor in 
London. But it was as Count d’Aulby de 
Gatigny that he had married in Boston a 
Mise Lunt of that city.

The fact of the Duke of Prastiin having 
an American wife, American stepdaugh- 
ters, and an American mother, with 
plenty of New York uncles and aunts, 
does not constitute the sum total of his 
associations with the United States. 

His grandfather, the fifth Duc de 
Prasiin, was imprisoned in the closing 
ycare of King Louis Philippe’s reign on 
a charge of murdering his wife, a daugh- 
ter of the French field marshal Sebastian!i. 

The motive was falsely asserted to be 
his desire to wed his children’s beautiful 
governess, who, with her reputation ab- 
solutely cleared of any voluntary connec- 
tion with the crime, or even of having 
encouraged in the slightest degree the at- 
tentions of her employer, came to the 
United States immediately after the 

tragedy, married a distinguished divine 
of New York City, one of a trio of brothers 
famous in the national affairs of the 
United States, the Rev. Dr. Henry Field, 
and now sleeps her last sleep beside him 
in Woodlawn cemetery, New York. 
_ Refore the duke could be brought to 
trial by the chamber of peers at Paris 
or make any avowael, it was announced 
that he had “ done justice to himselt,”” 
as they say in France—that he had com- 
mitted suicide by means of poison in 
deference, it was said, to the entreaties 
of his kinsmen and of his fellow peera, 
who besought him thus to preserve both 
his name and his caste from the disgrace 
that would fall upon both one and the 
other were he to die the death of a con- 
victed felon at the hands of the public ex- 
ecutioner. 


~~ 

Some skepticism was expressed at the 
time as to whether the story of the duke’s 
suicide was really true. But the revolu- 
tuon of 1848, which drove King Louis 
Philippe from the throne, followed short- 
ly afterwards and people forgot all about 
the matter. 

I have every reason to know, however, 
that he did survive his alleged death for 
more than thirty years, during which 
time he was eupported by an allowance 
contributed by his daughter, Marie, wife 
of Marquis Artus de Montalembert, and 
by her brothers and sisters, none of whom 
manifested any pity for their mother but 
a great deal for their father, who is un- 
derstood to have killed his wife under 
circumstances of the utmost provoca- 
tion. 

Another of his children who also con- 
t:ibuted to his support was his daughter, 
Loulse, who was 19 at the time of the 
tragedy, and who afterwards became the 
wife of Comte Alfred de Gramont.

THAT MEETING OF THE SCHOOL 
BOARD. 

Chicago, March 8-—(Editor of The 
Tribune.J—The first intimation that the 
teachers had of the financial embarrass- 
ment of the board of education wase rec- 
ommendation from the superintendent 
Jan. 18 that the teachers be agked to 
teach two weeks without pay. 

The federation then held four meetings 
of teachers and invited the president and 
other members of the board of education 
to be present and explain the actual situ- 
ation and to presem the board's plan to 
meet the deficit by some other means 
than the proposed cut in the teachers’ sai- 
aries. At these meetings the members of 
the board frankly admitted the deficit and 
discussed with the teachers the legisia- 
tion proposed to meet this deficit in the 
form of an amendment to a revenue bill 
which the council waa sending to Spring- 
fiekd. This amendment is now pending 
in the council, and as the presidemt of the 
board of education says in his communt- 
cation to the council, it seeks to place 
the Chicago educational fundon the same 
basis as every other educational fund 
throughout the state. 

The board members explained that it 
would be very advisable for everybody 
interested in any way to join in securing 
one relief rather than have various meas- 
ures before the legislature, as there might 
be danger of not getting anything. 

Later on the teachers codperated with 
the board by asking the council to adopt 
the pending measure approved by the 
board of education. 

After this I was asked whether in the 
event the legislature would not give the 
specific relief proposed fn the council 
measure and the board or its representa- 
tives should offer some other measure to 
give the necessary relief, would the 


‘teachers in that event stand by the board 


instead of continuing their work for the 
first measure proposed? To this I replied 
that I was sure the teachers would co- 
operate. I was then asked to oonfirmthe 
matter by letter, which I did. This isthe 
supposed secret letter to which Mr. Hol- 
puch referred. 

Mr. Holpuch wes th California during 
the entire period of the public meetings 
and discussions and his absence may ac- 
count for his apparent lack of knowledge 
in regard to the wide publicity given to 
the plan for meeting the deficit. .

The penal code was produced to show 
that the order committing him to Mat- 
teawan should have read “ until he shall 
become sane “ and not, asit actually does 
read, “until he shall be discharged by 
due process of law.” 

Justice Page did not hesitate to make 
his ruling on this point. He held that 
the wording used is legal because Thaw 
could legally obtain his release from the 
commitment only through being declared 
sane by the Matteawan authorities or by 
recourse to habeas corpus proceedings, 
either of which methods would be * by the 
process of law."’ 

Cannot Raise Sanity Issue. 

All day the criminal branch of the Su- 
preme court was the scene of a great deal 
of jockeying on the part of Thaw’s law- 
yers to create a situation in which the 
sanity issue could be favorably forced 
before the court for a ruling. But as 
many times as the attempt was made it 
failed and the session finally adjourned 
with the question still hanging fire.

Rocket Explodes at Base. 

The torches used on Smith’s machine. 
were of the skyrocket variety. They 
were supposed to spit forth their Roman 
light and “ clusters"’ in only one direc- 
tion. It was found, however, one of the 
rockets exploded at its base, allowing 
the powder to shoot back to the fabric 
covering of the lower right hand plane, 
Fortunately the back explosion took place. 
when the rocket was partly spent. A four 
inch hole was burned in the fabric. ‘ 

Smith shot up from. Grant park with a 
whir and a flash of light that made his 
machine book like a fireworks factory. He 
flew nearly to Fourteenth street and then 
circled back. At eve:y turn of the pio- 
peller he gained altitude. 


Dives Toward Earth. 
When he reached what he thought was 
the proper altitude he suddenly dipped 


upward for a backward loop a second 
later. He kept this up until he had made 
seven “ flops.” 

Many in the crowd gasped durihg one 
of Smith’s backward “ flops’ when they 
lost the sound of his engine. 

“ His engine’s dead,.”’ went from Upto 
lip, but an instant later they heard the 
whir of the propeller. 

Smith had no difficulty in landing, 
Flash light totches enabied him to pick 
out the spot he wished to stop on. 


Holds Crowd’ Breathless. 
During his noon flight Smith kept the 
crowd of lunch hour watchers with their 
eyes riveted on his whirling machine. 
After ascerding so high his plane was 
barely visibleghe started on his looping 
our downward. To those who did not 
know he was out to break his own record 
it seemed Smith had lost control of hig 
machine. He kept up the whirl until he 
had completed the thirty-two somer- 
saults.

PARIS, March 9.—The Comite 
National des Sports, the body which 
directs all sports in France, held a 
special meeting today and decided 
that on account of the war it would 


pate in any Olympic games in 1916. 
The resolution urged that the 
games should be put over to 1920, 
when they should be held at Ant- 
werp as a tribute to the heroism of 
the Belgians. If Belgium is unable 
to provide for the games in 1920, 
then, according to the resolution, the 
games should go to the oldest neu- 
tral country—Switzerland. — 

Baron Pierre de Coubertin, who is 
prominently associated with the 
Olympic games, in an interview with 
the correepondent expressed regret 
for the article printed in the Temps 
about transferring the games to New 
York, as there had never been any 
idea of sending the games to Amer- 
ica. The Olympic committee, which 
represents all nations, he said, had 
no right whatever to make any 
change because of the war. He 
added: “I! shall not move a finger 
outside the line of complete impar- 
tiality which I am bound to follow.”

‘Our mile earnings on grain are ex- 
cessively low, as compared to other com- 
modities. To bring grain up to equal 
earnings per car mile with other com- 
modities it is necessary to load to 70,000 
to 80,000 pounds per car, while other com- 
modities carry from 30,000 to 40,000 
pounds. Millers are light loaders. They 
have refused to join with other shippers 
in increasing the loading with the in- 
crease in the size of the cars, thereby 
making an additional load for the car- 


rier and for the public. 


“They use three or four cars to load a 
carload of grain because of the low mini- 
mum weight to which carload rates on 
grain apply. That is why the railroads 
are asking for an increase in the minimum 


weight to 40,000 pounds.” 


Blames State Rate Regulation. 
Mr. Boyd also blamed discrimination in 
freight rates on the various state com- 


missions and legislatures.
